DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election without traverse of Group II (claims 48-58) in the reply filed 
on 07/24/2006 is acknowledged. 

Claim 48 is withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as 
being drawn to a nonelected invention of Group I, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim.
